Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  1946. 

The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  satis¬ 
factory. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  more  prevalent. 

There  was  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  notified, 
and  the  diagnosis  in  that  case  was  changed  to  tonsilitis 
after  admission  to  hospital.  It  appears  that  the  expendi¬ 
ture  of  time  and  money  in  carrying  out  immunisation  is 
now  paying  a  good  dividend. 

The  Birth  Rate  and  Death  Rate  are  almost  the 
same  as  those  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  infantile  mortality  Rate  is  considerably  above 
that  of  England  and  Wales,  a  marked  contrast  from  the 
previous  year  when  the  figure  was  below  that  for  the 
Country  as  a  whole.  .

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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water. 

The  greater  part  of  the  Rural  District  is  supplied 
with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  South  Staffordshire 
Waterworks  Co.  No  new  sources  of  supply  haye  been 
provided,  but  a  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the  County 
Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  under  the  Rural 
Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944,  to  provide 
a  public  supply  of  water  in  the  Parishes  of  Yoxall, 
Wychnor,  Tatenhill,  Dunstall,  Barton  under-Needwood, 
Hanbury,  Anslow  and  Rolleston  from  the  South 
Staffordshire  Waterworks  Co’s,  mains.  The  scheme  has 
been  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  tenders 
are  being  obtained  for  carrying  out  the  work. 

The  township  of  Tutbury  is  supplied  with  water 
from  the  Rural  District  Council’s  own  Scheme.  The 
supplies  in  each  case  have  been  satisfactQry  both  in 
quality  and  quantity  during  the  year.  The  water  at 
Tutbury  is  chlorinated  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical 
analysis  have  been  made  of  this  water,  and  it  was  found 
that  the  Coli  Aerogenes  Content  (presumptive  Coli)  was 
Nil  per  ICO  ml.  after  48  hours  incubation  at  37°  cent.  The 
Chemical  Analysis  showed  the  water  to  be  organically 
of  satisfactory  quality,  but  very  hard. 

The  hardness  before  boiling  being — 50.8° 

The  hardness  after  boiling  being  — 28. 5° 

Temporary  hardness  .  — 22.3°

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  new  sewers  have  been  laid  during  the  year, 
but  Messrs  Willcox,  Raikes  &  Marshall,  Consulting 
Engineers  are  preparing  schemes  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  for  the  parishes  of  Yoxall,  Tatenhill,  Hanbury,- 
Anslow,  and  a  portion  of  Dunstall  and  Rolleston.  A 
scheme  has  also  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  the  re-construction  of  the  Rolleston  Sewage 
Pumping  plant.  Alterations  to  this  pumping  station  are 
long  overdue,  and  should  receive  the  earliest  possible 
attention. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  domestic  scavenging  in  the  Parishes  of 
Branston,  Outwoods,  Rolleston,  Stretton  and  Tutbury  is 
carried  out  by  contract,  and  has  not  been  altogether 
satisfactory  for  some  time.  I  regret  to  have  to  state  that 
the  improvement  which  was  shown  during  the  latter  part 
of  1945  has  not  been  maintained  in  a  progressive  manner 
and  I  suggest  that  serious  consideration  should  be  given 
to  the  work  being  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

Twenty-one  privies  or  pan  closets  have  been 
abolished  and  water  closets  substituted  by  owners  during 
the  year. 
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Smoke  Abatement. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  emission  of  excessive 
smoke  during  the  year. 

Camping  Sites. 

There  are  no  recognised  camping  sites  in  the 
District. 

Swimming  Baths. 

The  only  swimming  bath  in  the  district  is  a 
privately  owned  one  In  the  village  of  Rolleston-on-Dove. 
This  appears  to  be  well  managed  and  supervised. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

There  have  been  no  cases  of  infestation  by  bed 
bugs  during  the  year.  There  have,  however,  been  two 
cases  of  infestation  by  fleas,  and  in  each  case  the 
premises  were  sprayed  with  “  Zaldecide  ”  (containing 
D.D.T.).  This  treatment  appeared  to  be  effective.

Housing  Survey. 

It  is  estimated  that  approximately  2,500  houses  in 
the  district  will  have  to  be  inspected  in  the  course  of  the 
survey  and  classification  as  to  fitness. 
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The  Housing  Inspector  who  was  appointed  in 
June,  1945,  left  your  employment  in  September,  1946,  and 
since  that  date  the  Housing  Survey  has  been  in 
abeyance.  800  houses  were  inspected  and  recorded  to 
September  making  a  total  of  1629  since  the  Survey 
..commenced.  The  situation  with  respect  to  repairs  does 
not  shew  any  sign  of  improvement. 


SECTION  E 

INSPECTION!  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  Supply. 

The  cowsheds  and  dairies  of  the  district  have  been 
inspected  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  department 

One  producer-retailer  of  non  designated  milk  was 
removed  from  the  register  after  repeated  bad  samples 
and  warnings  re  unsatisfactory  conditions  of  cowsheds 
and  dairy. 

A  quantity  of  tinned  and  other  foods  (including 
lbs.  of  ham)  was  found  to  he  defective,  and  was 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  food.

Scarlet  Fever,  of  a  mild  type  has  been  prevalent 
especially  in  the  Parish  of  Branston.

Infant  Welfare  Centres  in  the  district,  and  sessions  at 
Schools  as  required.

Reinforcing  Injections. 

582  School  children  were  treated. 

At  December  31st,  1946,  it  was  estimated  that  72% 
of  children  up  to  1 5  were  immunised.
